“This is the shock wafd of an 
emergency hospital where blood 
plasma is stacked like cordwood. 

“All through the day and night 
litter bearers have come in from 
the environs of Santa Maria In- 
fante which our infantry retook 
yesterday after the Germans had 
kicked us out. 

“The litter bearers place the 
wounded on saw horses, such as 
carpenters use, and when every 
inch of space is crowded they 
spill over into adjoining® wards. 

“When a man is hit he goes 
‘in shock’, His blood pressure 
falls and his pulse beat increases.

“Tt is startling how infantry 
men can bear in silence almost 
anything the battlefield can throw 
at them. It humbles you to 


stand amid 100 men whose bodies:

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CHRISTMAS ‘MAILING 


Christmas gifts for service men 
overseas are already ‘beginning to 
come into the Upland postoffice, 
Postmaster O. P. Brady réported 
today. i 

Early mailing and correct pack. 
aging are of the most importance 
to insure delivery before Christ- 
mas, he said. 

- Mr. Brady stated that last year 
the postoffice handled 20,000,000 
gift parcels to American service 
men abroad. but this year the post- 
office department expects to han- 
dle 70,000,000 parcels, 

Stressing the importance of 
early mailing, he requested that 
when relatives and friends know 
that the person in the armed ser- 
vice is serving in a remote thea- 
ter, the gift should be mailed as 
early as possible before October 
15. Besides ‘assuring delivery by 
Christmas to those at far distant 
points, this will, lessen the pos- 
sibility of a log jam in the closing 
days of the mailing period. 

Correct packaging is equally 
important. Addresses should be 
marked on the gift parcels so that 
they cannot be rubbed or torn off, 
he said.
